INFLUENZA 


Epidemic Influenza is now preva- 
lent in this district, Fortunately the 
variety is mild and seldom causes 
more than three or four days ill 
ness, But even a mild form may be- 
come dangerous unless simple pre- 
cautions are taken if the illness is 
contracted, 

PREVENTION: 

Four general rules for reducing 
the chanses of developing influenza 
are, first and foremost, to secure 
plenty of sleep. Adults should aim 
at seven or eight hours, according 
to the extent to which the individ. 
ual’s previous habit has exceeded 
six or seven hours, Children should 
|get more than eight hours. 

Next, extra food and drink, with 
plenty of green vegetables (fresh or 
canned), milk products, and whole. 
|Wheat (rather than white) bread, 
| helps to stengthen the body and in- 
| crease resistance. 


Thirdly, overheating indoors 
(which encourages germs to multi- 
ply much quicker) and chilling of 
|the body, outdoors or indoors, which 
| lowers resistance) should be avoid- 
ed. 
| Fourthly, crowded, warm, places 
of entertainment should be avoid- 
ed 


IMMUNIZATION: 

Sometimes people enquire about 
the possibility of being immunized 
against influenza, in some sort of 
way as they can be immunized 
against diphtheria or the typhoids. 
“Flu” is caused by a “virus” how- 
ever, and viruses, which are so 
much smaller than “bacteria” like 
those of diphtheria and typhoid 
that they cannot be seen through 
an ordinary microscope, are much 
harder to make vaccines or other 
immunization agents from. So far, 
research workers have discovered 
three different types of influenza 
virus, A, B and C, An immunization 
agent of possible value has so far 
only been produced for influenza A. 
Even that is so far available only 
in small quantities for experiment- 
al purposes, and even with this vac- 
cine it is unlikely that more than 
a month's partial protection can yet 
be claimed. None is yet available 
for distribution through the Provfn. 
cial Laboratory service. People who

INDIA MANUFACTURING 
FERGUSON TRACTORS 


The first Indian-assembled “Fer- 
guson” tractor was completed in 
January at Bangalore, and two

The following release to Press and 
Radio was made by the Minister of 
National Defence in Ottawa to the 
House of Commons on Friday, Feb- 
ruary 9. “The Canadian Red Cross 
Society will act as the Official 
Agency for the procurement of 
blood and blood products for the 
Armed Forces by supplying suffi- 
cient quantities of dried blood plas- 
ma, it was announced by Defence 
Minister Brooke Claxton. The Red 
Cross is also stock-piling blood 
plasma for civil defence needs, 

The Defence Minister said, “The 
ted Cross will also supply the nec- 
essary sterile administration sets 
and pyrogen-free distilled water 
for the reconstitution of dried ‘blood 
plasma prior to use in transfusions.’ 

“The offer of the Red Cross to 
supply this service, which will 
necessitate not only increased fin- 
ancial support but the enrolment 
of many additional donors is most 
appreciated,” Mr. Claxton declared. 

“In these tying times it is nec. 
essary that the Armed Forces have 
a stock of plasma available at all 
times. Many members of the Armed 
Forces have been generously giv- 
ing blood for civilian use. I urge 
them to continue to do that and al- 
so support this new and important 
section, thus setting an example for 
all Canadians.” 

In naming the Red Cross as agent 
for the procurement of blood for 
the armed forces, the Minister said 
that the Defence Department was 
lrenewing a similar relationship it 
|had with the Society during the re- 
cent War, 

Mr. Claxton added that the Soc- 
iety had assured him it was pre- 
paring at once to increase the out- 
put of its National Blood Donor 
| Program to provide the plasma re- 
|quired by the Armed Forces,
